At the declaration of peace he re 
turned to Pennsylvania, w here he re 
maine*! until 1870, wriien he engaged 
in railroading.

passenger conductor between Sedalia 
and St. Louis.

an unusual 
sort was necessary to undertake and 
carry through the program of concil­ 
iation. Very few men 
in 
the presi­ 
dent’s position would 
have ventured 
upon the task, but would have been 
content to allow the 
twro 
opposing 
forces to settle their differences as 
best they could and accept the con­ 
sequences as a matter of course. 
The fact that he did interfere dem­ 
onstrated his unselfish 
desire 
for 
peace and tranquility in 
the 
nation 
and an earnest determination to keep 
the country out of the distress that 
would have followed a general walk­ 
out. 
At first no one believed after the 
two interests had uttered their ult I 
ma turns, that Mr. Wilson would be 
able to find a way out.

traction of the fair before she retires. 
H er plan to give up exhibition wo*k 
does not mean, 
however,

plans to desert aviatory circles. 
In­ 
stead, the brave girl will have her 
hands full with tho conducting of the 
celebrated Stinson School for Flying. 
The headquarters of this institution 
are now in San Antonio, T e x a s , but 
she plans to change them to Chicago, 
and also to retain a branch at San 
Antonio.

with the thoughts and needs of the 
nation and was living in a past age

It had perm itted 
the country throughout the long period 
of its control to stagger from one finan­ 
cial crisis to another under the opera­ 
tion of a national banking law* of its 
own flam ing which made stringency 
and panic certain and the control of 
the larger business operations of the 
country by the bankers of a few re­ 
serve centers inevitable; had m ade as 
if it men ut to reform the law, but had 
faint heartedly failed iii the attem pt, 
because it could not bring itself to dp 
the one thing necessary to m ake the 
reform genuine ami effectual—namely, 
break up the control of small groups of 
bankers. 
It had been oblivious or in­ 
different to the fact th a t the farm ers, 
upon whom the country depends for 
its food and In the last analysis for 
its prosperity, were w ithout standing 
iii the m atter of commercial credit, 
w ithout 
protection of standards In 
their m arket transactions and without 
system atic knowledge of the m arkets 
them selves; th a t the laborers of the 
country, the great arm y of men who 


m an the industries it w as professing 
to father and promote, carried their 
labor as a mere commodity to m arket, 
were subject to restraint by novel and 
drastic process in the courts, were 
w ithout assurance of compensation for 
Industrial accidents, without federal 
assistance in accommodating labor dis­ 
putes and without national aid or ad ­ 
vice In finding the places and the in­ 
dustries in which their labor w as most 
needed. 
The country had no national 
system of road construction ami de­ 
velopment. 
Little intelligent attention 
was paid to the arm y and not enough 
to the navy. 
The other republics of 
America distrusted us, because they 
found that we thought first of the 
profits of American investors and only 
us an afterthought of im partial justice 
and helpful friendship. 
Its police was 
provincial iii all things; its p<fn>oses 
w ere out of harm ony with the temper 
and purposes of the people and the 
timely development of the nation s in­ 
terests. 


P a r ty H a s R edeem ed P rom ises. 
So things stood w hen the Democratic 
party came in to power. 
How* do they 
stand now? Alike in the domestic field 
and In the wide field of the commerce 
of the world, American business and 
life and Industry have been set free 
to move as they never moved before. 
The tariff has been revised, not on 
the principle of repelling foreign trade, 
but upon the principle of encouraging 
IL upon something like a footing of 
equality w ith our own In respect of 
the term s of competition, and a tariff 
board has been create*! whose function 
it will be to keep the relations of 
American with foreign business and 
industry under constant en erv a tio n , 
for the guidance alike of our business 
men and of our congress.

energies are now directed toward the 
m arkets of the world. 
The laws against trusts have been 
clarified by definition, with a view to 
m aking it plain th a t they were not 
directed against big business, but only 
against unfair business and the pre­ 
tense of competition where there was 
none, and a trad e commission has l*een 
created with powers of guidance aud 
accommodation 
which have relieved 
business men of unfounded fears and 
set them upon the road of hopeful and 
confident enterprise. 
By the federal reserve act the sup­ 
ply of currency at tile disposal of ac­ 
tive business has been rendered elas­ 
tic, taking its volume not from a fix­ 
ed body of investment securities, but 
from the liquid assets of dally trade, 
and these assets are assessed and ac­ 
cepted not by d istant groups of bank­ 
ers in control of unavailable reserves, 
but by bankers at the m any centers 
of local exchange who are In touch 
with local conditions everywhere. 
Effective^measures h a re been taken 
for the re-creation of an American m er­ 
chant m arine and the revival of the 
American carrying trade Indispensable 
to our emancipation from the control 
which foreigners have so long exer­ 
cised over the opportunities, the routes 
m d the m ethods of our commerce with 
other countries. 
T he in terstate 
com m erce 
com m is­ 
sion is about to be 
reorganized 
to 
enable it to perform its great and im ­ 
portant functions m ore prom ptly and 
m ore efficiently. 
We have created,

ed to m ake the standard crops availa­ 
ble as never f*efore l»oth for system atic 
m arketing and as a security for loans 
from the banks. 
We have greatly 
added to the work of neighborhood 
dem onstration on the farm itself of 
improved methods of cultivation and, 
through the intelligent extension of the 
f ii net I'Uis of the departm ent of agricul­ 
ture, have made it possible for the 
farm er to learn systematically where 
his best m arkets are aud how to get at 
them. 
The workingmen of America have 
been given a veritable em ancipation 
by the legal recognition of a m an’s la­ 
bor as part of his life aud not a mere 
m arketable commodity, by exem pting 
labor organizations from processes of 
the courts which treated their m em ­ 
bers like fractional parts of mobs and 
not like accessible aud responsible in­ 
dividuals, 
by releasing our seamen 
from involuntary servitude, by making 
adequate provision for compensation 
for industrial accidents, by providing 
suitable machinery for mediation and 
conciliation in industrial disputes and 
by putting the federal departm ent of 
labor a t the disposal of the working­ 
man when in search of work. 
We have effected the emancipation 
of the children of the country by re­ 
leasing them from hurtful labor. 
We 
have instituted a system of national 
»i<l in the building of highroads such 
as the country has been feeling after 
for a century. 
We have sought to 
equalize taxation by means of an equi­ 
table income tax. 
We have taken the 
steps that ought to have been taken at 
the outset to oi»en up the resources of 
Alaska. 
We have provided for na­ 
tional defense upon a scale never be­ 
fore seriously proposed upon the re­ 
sponsibility of an entire political par­ 
ty. 
We have driven the tariff lobby 
from cover aud obliged It to substi­ 
tute solid argum ent for private inllu- 
ence. 
This 
extraordinary 
recital 
must 
sound like a platform, a list of san­ 
guine promise*, but it is not. 
It is a 
record of promises made four years 
ago and now ac tually redeemed in con­ 
structive legislation. 
These things m ust profoundly disturb 
tl\e thoughts and confound the plans of 
those who have made themselves be­ 
lieve that the Democratic party neither 
understood nor was ready to assist the 
business of the country in the great 
enterprises which it is its evident and 
inevitable destiny to undertake and 
carry through. The breaking up of the 
lobby m ust especially disconcert them, 
for it was through the lobby that they 
sought and were sure they had found 
the heart of things.

This record m ust equally astonish 
those who feared that the Democratic 
party had not opened its heart to com­ 
prehend the dem ands of social justice.

There Is one circum stance connected 
with this program which ought to be 
very plainly suited.

the Indefinite extension of the fires of

. strength 
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oTir-resohreeTfhr xr> anxious and (Ti® 
cult days of restoration and healing 
which must follow, when peace will 
h a \e to build its house anew. 


Am erican Citizen, A bove All. 
Tin- rights of our own citizens, of 
course, became involved; that was in- 
e \ it able. W here they did this was our 
guiding principle— that property rights 
can be vindicated by claim s for dam ­ 
ages, and no m odern nation can de­ 
cline to arb itrate such claims, but the 
fundam ental 
rights 
of 
hum anity 
cannot 
he. 
The 
loss 
of 
life 
is 
irreparable. 
N either 
can 
direct 
violations 
of 
a 
nation’s 
sover­ 
eignty ffwfflt vlndi' tfrton In stilts for 
dam ages. 
The nation that violates 
these essential rights m ust expect to 
be cheeked and called to account by 
direct challenge and resistance. 
It at 
once makes the quarrel in part our 
own. 
These are plain principles, and 
we have never lost sight of them or 
departed from them, w hatever the 
stress or the perplexity of circum­ 
stance or the provocation to hasty re­ 
sentm ent. The record is clear and con­ 
sistent throughout and stands distinct 
and definite for any one to judge who 
wishes to know the truth about it* 
I lie seas were not broad enough to 
keep the Infection of the conflict out 
of our own laxities. 
The passions and 
intrigues of certain active groups and 
com’dilations of men am ong us who 
were born under foreign flags injected 
tile poison of disloyalty into our own 
most critical affairs, laid violent bands 
upon many of our industries anil sub­ 
jected us to tile sham e of divisions of 
sentim ent and purpose in which Amer­ 
ica was contemned and forgotten.

I am the candidate of a 
party, but I am above all things else 
an American citizen. 
I neither seek 
the favor nor fear the displeasure of 
th at small allen elem ent among us 
which puts loyalty to any foreign pow­ 
er before loyalty to the United States. 
\\ bile Europe was a t w ar our own 
continent, one of our own neighbors, 
was shaken b y revolution. 
In that 
m atter, too, principle was plain, and it 
was imperative that we should live up 
to It if we were to deserve the trust of 
any real partisan of the right as free 
men see it. 
We have professed to be­ 
lieve. aud we do believe, that the peo­ 
ple of small and weak states have the 
right to expect to be dealt with exact­ 
ly as the people of big and powerful 
states would be.

ple of Mexico. 


T h e M exican S itu a tio n . 
Our recent pursuit of bandits into 
Mexican territory w as no violation of 
that principle. 
We ventured to enter 
Mexican territory only liecause there 
were no military forces in Mexico that 
could protect our border from hostile 
attack and our own people from vio­ 
lence, and we have committed there no 
single act of hostility or interference 
even with the sovereign authority of 
the republic of Mexico herself. It was 
a plain case of the violation of our own 
sovereignty which could not Trait to be 
vindicated by damages and for which 
there was no other remedy. 
The nu 
tborities of Mexico were powerless to 
prevent i t 
Many serious wrongs against the 
property, 
many 
Irreparable 
wrongs 
against the persons, of Americans have 
been committed within the territory of 
Mexico herself during this confused 
revolution—wrongs which could not be 
effectually cheeked so long as there 
wag no constituted power In Mexico 
which was In a position to check them. 
We could not act directly in that mat­ 
ter ourselves without denying Mexi­ 
cans the right to any revolution at all 
which disturbed us and making the 
emancipation of her owu people await 
our own interest and convenience. 
For it is their emancipation that they 
are seeking—blindly, it may be, and as 
yet Ineffectually, but with profound and 
passionate purpose and within their un­ 
questionable light, apply what true 
American principle you will—any prin­ 
ciple th a t an American would publicly 
avow. The people of Mexico have not 
been suffered to own their own country 
or direct their own institutions. Outsid­ 
ers. men out of other nations and with 
interests too often alien to their own, 
have dictated what their privileges and 
opportunities 
should 
be 
and 
who 
should control their land, their lives 
and 
their resources—kome 
of them 
Americans, pressing for things they 
could never have got iii their own 
country. 
The Mexican people are en ­ 
titled to attem pt their liberty from 
such influences, and so long as I have 
anything to do with the action of our 
great government I shall do everything 
in my power to prevent any one stan d ­ 
ing in their way. 
I kuow th a t this is 
hard for some persons to understand, 
but it is not hard for the plain people 
of the United States to understand. 
It 
is hard doctrine only for those who 
wish to get something for themselves 
out of Mexico. 
There are men, and 
noble women, too, not a few, of our 
own i»eople. thank God, whose for­ 
tunes are invested in great properties 
in Mexico who yet see the case w ith 
true vision and assess its issues with 
true American feeling. 
The rest can 
lie left for the present out of the 
reckoning until this enslaved people 
has had Its day of struggle tow ard the 
light. 
I have heard no one who was 
free from such influences profuse in- 
terfer* nee by the United States with 
the Internal affairs of .uVxico. 
Cer­ 
tainly no friend of the Mexican people 
has proposed I t 


Tried to A ct Fairly. 
The people of the United States are 
callable of great sym pathies and a 
noble pity in dealing with problems 
of this kind. 
As their spokesman and 
.repiesentative I have tried to act in 
the spirit they would wish me show. 
The people of Mexico are striving for 
the rights that are fundam ental to life 
and 
happiness—lo.Oflo.Ono 
oppressed 
iron, overburdened women and pitiful 
children in virtual bondage iu their 
own home of fertile lands and inex­ 
haustible treasure.

and is right. The unspeakable Huerta 
betrayed the very comrades he served 
traitorously overthrew tile government 
of which he was a trusted part. im­ 
pudently spoke for the very forces that 
had driven his ]>eople to the reu n io n 
with which he had protended to sym 
pathize. 
The men who overcame him 
and drove him out represent at least 
the fierce passion of reconstruction 
which lies a t the very heart of iibertv 
and so lung as they represent, how­ 
ever imperfectly, am b a struggle for ' 
deliverance I ain ready to serve their 
ends when I can. So long as the power 
of recognition rests with me the gov­ 
ernment of the United States will re­ 
fuse to extend the hand of welcome 
to any one who obtains power in a 
sister republic by treachery and vio­ 
lence.

I a moliere interested in 
the fortunes of oppressed men and piti­ 
ful women and children than in any 
property rights whatever. 
Mistakes I 
have no doubt made in this perplexing 
business, but not in purpose or object. 


More Is involved than the immediate 
destinies of Mexico and the relations 
of the United States with a distressed 
and distracted people. 
Ail America 
looks on. 
Test is now* being made of 
us w hether we be sincere lovers of pop­ 
ular liberty or not and are indeed to 
be trusted to respect national sover­ 
eignty am ong our weaker neighbors. 
We have undertaken these many years 
to play big brother to the republics of 
this hemisphere. 
This is the day of 
our test w hether we mean or have 
ever meant to play that part for our 
own benefit wholly or also for theirs. 
Upon the outcome of that test (its out­ 
come iii their minds, not in ours! de­ 
pends every relationship of the United 
States with Latin America, whether In 
politics or in commerce and enterprise. 
These are great issues and lie at the 
heart of the gravest tasks of the fu­ 
ture, tasks lwirh economic and political 
and very intimately inw rought with 
many of the most vital of the new* is­ 
sues of the politics of the world. 
The 
republics of America have in the last 
three years been draw ing together in a 
new spirit of accommodation, mutual 
understanding and cordial co-opera­ 
tion. Much of the politics of the world 
in the years to come will depend upon 
their relationships with one another.

N e w Problem# After War. 
The future, the immediate future, 
will bring us squarely face to face 
w ith m any great and exacting prob­ 
lems which will search us through aud 
through whether we be able and ready 
to play the part in the world th a t we 
m ean to play. It will not bring us into 
their presence slow ly, gently, with cer­ 
emonious Introduction, but suddenly 
and at once the moment the w ar in 
Europe Is over. 
They will lie new 
problems, most of them; many will be 
old problems In a new setting and with 
new elements which F t Jiave neyyj: 
dealt with or ri*‘rh;oned*th> force and 
meaning of before. 
They w*ill require 
for their solution new thinking, fresh 
courage and resourcefulness and in 
some m atters radical reconsiderations 
of policy. 
We must be ready to mobi­ 
lize our resources alike of brains and 
of materials. 
It is uot a future to be afraid of. 
It 
is, rather, a future to stimulate and 
excite us to the display of tho best 
powers that are in us. 
We may enter 
it with confidence when we are sure 
that we understand it, aud we have 
provided ourselves already wdtli the 
means of understanding i t 
Look first at w hat it will be neces­ 
sary th a t the nations of the world 
should do to make the days to come 
tolerable and fit to live and work in, 
and then look at our part bi w hat is 
to follow and our own duty of prepara­ 
tion. 
For we m ust be prepared both 
iii resources and in policy. 
There m ust be a just and settled 
peace, and w*e here in America must 
contribute the full force of our enthu­ 
siasm and of our authority as a nation 
to the organization of that peace upon 
world wide foundations th at cannot eas­ 
ily be shaken. 
No nation should be 
forced to take sides in any quarrel in 
which its own honor and integrity and 
the fortunes of its own people are not 
involved, but no nation can any longer 
remain neutral as against any willful 
disturbance of the peace of the world. 
The effect of w*ar can no louger be 
confined to the areas of battle. 
No 
nation stands wholly apart In interest 
when the life and interests of all n a­ 
tions are throw n into confusion and 
peril. 
I f hopeful and generous enter­ 
prise is to be renewed, if the heal big 
and helpful arts of life are indeed to 
be revived w hen peace comes again, a 
new* atm osphere of Justice and friend­ 
ship m ust be generated by means the 
world has never tried before. The n a­ 
tions of the world m ust unite in joint 
guarantees th a t w hatever is done to 
disturb the whole world's life m ust 
first be tested in the court of the whole 
world’s opinion before It is attempted. 
These are the new* foundations the 
world m ust build for itself, and we 
must play our part in the reconstruc­ 
tion generously and without too much 
thought of our separate interests. 
We 
must make ourselves ready to play it 
’ intelligently, rigorously and well. 


Contribution to World Peace. 
One of the contributions we m ust 
make to the world's peace is this: W e 
m ust see to it that the people in our 
insular possessions are treated in their 
own lands as we would treat them 
here and make the rule of the United 
States mean the same thing every­ 
where—the sam e justice, the same con­ 
sideration for the essential rights of 
men. 
Besides contributing our ungrudging 
moral and practical support to the es­ 
tablishm ent of peace throughout the 
world, we m ust actively s t ti intelli­ 
gently prepare ourselves to do our full 
service in th** trade aud industry which 
are to sustain and develop the life of 
the nations in the days to come.

prompt adjustment. We have create*!,

A t home also we m ust see to it th a t 
the men who plan and develop and di­ 
rect our business enterprises shall en­ 
joy definite and settled conditions of 
law*, a policy accommodated to th e 
freest progress. 
We have set the ju st 
and necessary limits. 
We have put all 
kinds of unfair competition under tho 
ban and penalty of the law. W e have 
barred monopoly. These fatal and ugly 
things being excluded. w*e m u st now 
quicken action and facilitate enterprise! 
by every just m eans w ithin our choice.* 
There will be peace in the business 
w*orld and, w ith peace, revived confi­ 
dence and life. 
We ought both to husband nDd to 
develop our natural 
resources, 
our 
mines, our forests, our w ater power. 
I wish we could have m ade more prog­ 
ress than wre have made in this vital 
matter, and I call once more, with tho 
deepest 
earnestness 
and 
solicitude, 
upon the advocates of a careful an d 
provident conservation, on 
the one 
hand, and the advocates of a free and 
inviting field for private capital, on tho 
other, to get together iii a spirit of 
genuine accommodation and agreem ent 
and set this great policy forward a t 
once. 
W e m ust hearten and quicken tho 
spirit and efficiency of labor through­ 
out our w’hole Industrial system by 
every where and in all occupations do­ 
ing justice to the laborer, not only by 
paying a living wage, but also by m ak­ 
ing all the conditions th at surround 
labor w’h at they ought to bo.

we m ust do more than justice. 
W e

health and safety in every occupation 
in which they are threatened or im­ 
periled. 
T h at is more than justice, 
and I letter, because It is hum anity and 
economy. 
W e m ust co-ordinate the railw ay sys­ 
tems of the country for national use 
aud m ust facilitate and promote their 
development w ith a view* to th a t co­ 
ordination and to their better adapta­ 
tion as a whole to the life and trade 
and defense of the nation. 
The life 
and Industry of the country can be 
free am i unham pered only if these a r­ 
teries are open, efficient arid complete.

that on August 3 he boarded a Mis­ 
souri Pacific train at Union station, 
St. Louis, for Smithton, and that at 
Washington, Mo., he was ejected from 
the train. 
He claims to have had a 
ticket for Smithton, and seeks $3,000 
actual and $3,000 punitive damages on 
a first count, 
(in a second count he 
asks an additional $3,000 for being re­ 
strained of his liberty by being taken 
in charge by the constable at Wash­ 
ington, alleging that action was taken 
at the instance of the conductor of the 
train.

Despondency Following Detention at 
Lincoln, Mo., Prompts Action.

TO TRANSPLANT III THE FULL 


W h a t H. F. Major Has to Say in Re 
gard to the Subject 


in general tho fall is the best time 
to plant trees and shrubs on the home 
grounds. 
When planted in the fall, 
the plant is given an opportunity to 
spend its strength in producing new 
root growth rather than top growth. 
These new roots are the “feeding” 
roots and if well established will g i v e 
added vigor to the plant the following 
year. 
The protection and health of 
the root system is the most important 
consideration in plant growing. 
There are some exceptions to this 
rule. 
It the summer and fall seasons 
have been unusually dry and the plant 
has suffered from drouth, it may be 
best to wait until early spring to trans­ 
plant, as plants may recuperate during 
the winter. 
In some 
parts 
of 
the 
country late summer planting of ever­ 
greens has proved host, but for Mis­ 
souri 
early 
spring 
planting 
seems 
more satisfactory. 
It is hest to transplant all (recs and 
shrubs in the fall. 
It is possible to 
n ovo plants after they have “leafed 
nu*,” but there is some danger of over- 
evaporation 
of 
moisture 
from 
the 
leaves and bark which will exhaust 
the strength of the roots. 
The plant 
will then show wilt 
and 
spend 
its 
strength on new leaves instead of re­ 
adjusting 
its 
roots. 
To lessen the 
•danger from evaporation it is always 
V*ell to cut the tops hack severely and 
it in leaf the trunk of a tree should he 
wrapped 
with 
straw 
or 
sphagnum 
moss to kf'ep it moist. 
Trees have 
been moved as late as June 1st in 
Central 
Missouri 
without 
showing 
vvilt, by using this method. 
It is bet­ 
el* to transplant early in the morning 
or late in the afternoon. 
Rainy or cloudy days are the best 
ones in which to do planting. 
Trans­ 
plant after the leaves drop in the au­ 
tumn or before 
they 
open 
in 
the 
spring. 
Remove injured roots, brok­ 
en branches, and cut back the tops. 
Preserve the fine hair-like toots; they 
are the feeders, the others only serve 
as anchors. 
Never allow* the roots to 
dry out in the wind or sun. 
Cover 
them with earth or wet straw. 
Dig 
the hole much larger than the spread 
of the roots and do not bend or crowd 
tItem. 
Tamp the 
soil 
firmly 
and 
closely about the 
roots, 
but 
leave 
about two inches of loose soil at the 
surface. 
These planting rules are im­ 
portant. 
A tree lives longer than a 
man; take time and care iii planting 
it, and, in general, plant in the fall.— 
ll. F. Major, Missouri College of Agri­ 
culture.

“ Local issues of a complex nature I 
had brought about 
disturbed 
condi­ 
tions politically, but the people were 
wise enough not to blame the new 
and advanced form of government for 
it,” 
said 
Prof. Johnson. 
“ W hatever 
else Denver has done, it has not gone 
back to the old form. 
It has rather 
embarked upon a novel form. 
The 
change made in the charter leaves un-, 
impaired the m achinery for democrat­ 
ic control of city business, including 
the initiative, referendum and recall, 
as well as the preferential ballot. J>en- 
ver is, therefore, still enviably equip­ 
ped to correct any mistakes it m ay 
make and continue its leadership in 
progress towards a full realization of 
dem ocracy.” 


A City Manager Plan. 
Concerning the change in the Den­ 
ver charter and some of the issues in­ 
volved in the campaign, Prof. Johnson 
said: 
“ The important 
modification 
that 
has given color to the 
report 
that 
Denver 
abandoned 
the 
commission 
form of government, is tile provision 
ostensibly depriving the commission­ 
ers of legislative functions, a coun­ 
cil of nine members having been creat­ 
ed by the recent charter amendment. 
Its duties are purely legislative. 
“ Four commissioners, now known as 
managers, and a m ayoi, are substi­ 
tuted for the five commissioners that 
were form erly in control of the city's 
affairs. 
One of those five commis­ 
sioners was designated 
mayor, 
but 
having no veto power and no author­ 
ity greater than the others, he was 
merely a figurehead. 
This part of the 
• barter has been amended and the 
people have gone to the other extreme, 
<• inferring on the mayor extraordinary 
power. 
H e names the four commis­ 
sioners, designated manager of reve­ 
nue, manager of safety 
and 
excise, 
manager of improvements and parks 
and manager of health and charity. 
These are the executive departments. 
“ in tile campaign preceding the vot- 
on the- proposed 
changes 
there 
were m any issued involved. 
The m er­ 
er dem erits of commission govern­ 
ment had little or nothing to do with 
the result. 
It is true that the com­ 
missioners were unpopular, and all of 
them had been opposed to commission 
government originally and 
it 
would 
seem that the commission 
was

quired to work under needlessly de­ 
tective provisions. 
Liquor Complicated Fight. 
“ The wet and dry issue, a school 
ontroversy, appeals to religious pre­ 
judices and a carefully concealed plan 
to deprive the people of a chance to 
obtain control of their water supply 
had more to do with the election than 
had the deside to change the form of 
government. 
“ Two years ago Colorado went dry, 
but Denver returned a wmt m ajority, 
'rite liquor interests took an active 
part in the campaign in the hope that 
a certain choice among the candidates 
would help them to secure a modifica­ 
tion of the state law at the coining 
-tate election, when they propose to 
submit*a measure to the voters to al­ 
low breweries to operate in the state. 
“ In addition, there was the disgrun­ 
tled political element that wanted to 
get back to the spoils. 
“ It would be interesting to know 
why Denver, with election m achinery 
particularly well suited to secure offi­ 
cials acceptable* to the m ajority, con­ 
trived to suit herself so ill. 
One may 
venture to guess that the difficulty 
was due partly, if not wholly, to need­
